Sir Charles Russell adopted for the most part 
a calmly persuasive tone. His voice became 
pathetic as he drew an artistic image of the poor 
Irish emigrants who fell victims to their dire 
Poverty on landingat New York ; andimpressively 
asked if it was to be wondered at, considering 
the circumstances of their exile, that a large 
proportion of the Fifteen Millions Irish in 
America cherished hostility'to the Government 
that had proscribed them? It was manifest from 
the zealous activity with which Mr. Asquith now 
and again helped his learned chief that he was 
completely ‘‘in touch"' with Sir Charles; and 
when Mr. Parnell, looking extremely wan and 
delicate, took his seat next eager Mr. Davitt, 
there might be discerned beneath his quiet 
demeanour satisfaction at the outburst of de- 
clamation in which Sir Charles Russell denounced 
the character of Le Caron, or Beach—an eloquent 
piece of earnest rhetoric which caused Sir 
Richard Webster’s eyebrows to travel higher up 
his forehead till they well-nigh touched his wig, 
whilst Mr. Tim Harrington and Mr. Asquith 
were wreathed in smiles, Sir He James 
assumed the blandness of “Тһаб Heathen 
Chinee," and Mr. Macdonald, Mr. Soames, and 
young Mr. Walter, of the Times, grew graver 
and graver.

In Sir Charles Russell’s distinguished career 
journalists have especial reason to be interested. 
Eldest son of the late Mr. A. Russell, of Seafield 
House, County Down, this eminent Irishman, 
like Mr. Justin McCarthy, M.P., and Mr. Т.Р. 
O'Connor, M.P., commenced life in London as a 
reporter in the gallery of the House of Com- 
mons. So, I believe, did Sir James Hannen, 
the admirably impartial President of the 
Parnell Commission at the Royal Courts 
of Justice. Educated at. Trinity College, 
Dublin, Charles Russell, besides labouring at 
night at newspaper reporting, pursued his legal 
studies in chambers; and he was called to the 
Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1859, and appointed 
Queen's Counsel in 1872. .He entered the 
Commons as M.P. for Dundalk in 1880; and 
has represented South Hackney since 1885. 
As is well known, Sir Charles Russell was 
knighted in 1886, when Mr. Gladstone had the 
satisfaction to secure his services as Attorney- 
Generalin his last Administration. One of the 
hardest workers of his time, Sir Charles Russell 
seeks relaxation occasionally amid the excite- 
ment of race-meetings. He has nobly earned 
the gratitude of Mr. Parnell and his colleagues 
by his magnificent answer to the case based on 
the calumnies and forgeries of the late Mr. 
Pigott, and on the old allegations which are now 
under the consideration of Sir James Hannen, 
Mr. Justice Day, and Mr. Justice A. L. Smith.

and all big cities. Mr. Broad- 
hurst must know from personal 
experience what miserable ken- 
nels, harmful to body and soul 
alike, the great majority of the 
toilers of England are doomed to inhabit—we 
speak of the busy workers who incessantly labour 
to amass wealth for the rich, yet who are, as a 
rule, doled out such starvation wages that Life 
is with them little better than a grim fight 
from first to last to keep the wolf from the 
door. Their lot is a painful one; and surely 
the hour is nigh for its amelioration when 
an able and honest workman-member, who has 
been Parliamentary Secretary for the Home De- 
partment in Mr. Gladstone’s Administration, lifts 
his voice earnestly on behalf of his humble 
brethren in the House of Commons. Thus ran 
the seasonable resolution which Mr. Broadhurst 
moved in hearty and straightforward terms on 
April 2 :— 

That, in the opinion of this House, the chronic poverty 
of great numbers of the people living in the largest cities 
and towns of Great Britain is a danger to the well-being 
of the State, and calls for the instant attention of the 
Government to remedial measures by which the depopula- 
tion of the agricultural distriets may be checked, and the 
congestion of the great centres of population relieved, 

With Mr. Reid, who warmly seconded Mr. 
Broadhurst's resolution, we sincerely trust the 
Liberal Leaders will take up this and. kindred 
Social questions, and give them a commanding 
position in the official Liberal programme, which 
ought at once to be unfolded. Save that the 
nation received another significant warning of 
** How the Poor Live,’’ to quote the title of Mr. 
G. R. Sims's engrossing and touching book on 
this crying evil—the debate on Mr. Broadhurst's 
resolution and Mr. Seton-Karr's State-colonisa- 
tion amendment bore no immediate fruit. Тһе 
thoughtful speeches of Mr. Broadhurst and Mr. 
Reid, of Mr. Acland and Mr. Long, may be 
regarded, however, as good seed sown; and Mr. 
Ritchie's hint to the London County Council to 
avail themselves of the power placed in their 
hands should, at least, quicken our Councillors 
into an effort toimmediatelyimprove the wretched 
dwellings of the very poor, and also of the extens- 
ive class that drag on a hopeless existence next 
door to poverty and the workhouse. 


SIR WILLIAM HARCOURT'S TRIBUTE 
TO HENRY BROADHURST. 


The steadfast and upright working - man 
member whose likeness we have the pleasure to 
add to our series of Panel Portraits was on 
April 3 the recipient of a gratifying tribute of 
esteem. Mr. Broadhurst was the guest of the 
evening at the House dinner of the National 
Liberal Club, over which Sir William Harcourt 
cheerfully presided. There was an unusually 
large gathering, about 140 gentlemen sitting 
down to table. Mr. Schnadhorst acted as vice- 
chairman, and among the other gentlemen 
present were Mr. Childers, M.P., Mr. Arnold 
Morley, M.P., Mr. E. Marjoribanks, M.P., Mr. 
W. Woodall, M.P., Mr. Thomas Burt, M.P., 
Mr. Joseph Arch, and Mr. W. T. Raymond, 
political secretary of the. club... We skip Sir 
William Harcourt's trenchant hits at his political 
antagonists, and we quote the passages in which 
he justly lauded the high character of Mr. Broad- 
hurst, and incidentally of Mr. Thomas Burt, 
M.P., who deserved to share the honour with his 
fellow labour member :— 

Mr. Broadhurst (said Sir William Harcourt) is an old 
friend and colleague of mine. I knew him before he was 
in the House of Commons. We used to meet in the lobby 
in the old days when he was actively engaged in those con- 
tests which were the harbingers of the measures by which 
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the E: of Trades Unions were established. All men know 
him, I should think, to be a good man and true, who 
sticks to his friends, and, in another sense perhaps, he 
sticks to his foes too. Не came into the House of 
Commons to represent the artisan class of this country. 
I do not mean to say to represent them exclusively, 
because he. came as а member to represent all 
classes, but he came into the House of Commons with 
an authority to speak in their name, which none of 
the other members could have with the exception of 
one, who is in this room to-night—I mean my friend Mr. 
Burt. . . . Coming from step to step in this matter, it was 
our pride and pleasure to see Mr. Broadhurst a member of 
the Executive Government of this country, as Under- 
Secretary іп the Home Office in 1886. . . . We have known 
in Mr. Broadhurst a man who is loyal and true, who has 
been true to his party and his chief. His solid, robust, 
downright eloquence has been of service to us in the House 
of Commons and in the country. 


Sir William Harcourt’s cheery proposal of the 
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toast was not needed to. stimulate the large 
representative body of Liberals to drink with 
gusto Mr. Broadhurst's health. The hon. mem- 
ber made a happy reply. We have before now 
traced the honourable career of Mr. Henry 
Broadhurst. It is one which every working- 
man, with the great facilities open to all for 
self-education, should place himself in a position 
to emulate. Son of the late Thomas Broadhurst, 
journeyman stonemason, he was born in 1840 
at Littlemore, Oxfordshire. Henry Broadhurst 
himself worked as a journeyman stonemason till 
1872. As stanch advocate of his brother artisans' 
rights, he became a good speaker, and by-and- 
by was so well trusted by trades unionists as to 
be sent io Parliament as M.P. for Stoke, 
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the hon. member being maintained during his 
membership, as all members worth their 
salt should be. On the formation of his latest 
Administration in 1886, Mr. Gladstone did Mr. 
Broadhurst the honour to appoint him Under- 
Secretary to the Home Office, ав Sir William 
Harcourt mentioned. Не lost his seat at Birm- 
ingham in the General Election scrimmage, but 
got in for West Nottingham. We trust Mr. 
Broadhurst may long be spared to champion with 
characteristic energy the cause of Progress, and 
those rational measures of Land Reform which 
could not fail to benefit all classes of honest 
labourers, if they thinned the purses of ‘‘ those 
who toil not, neither do they spin."

MOCK SIEGE OF “GIB.” 

Readers of The Penny Illustrated Paper will, we 
are sure, be interested in the lively picture we 
give of that famous British stronghold at the 
mouth of the Mediterranean, Gibraltar, whilst a 
sham naval battle is going on, and the skilful 
British gunners who defend “һе Rock’’ are 
actively replying to the fire from the ironclads. 
On Wednesday, March 13, a novel and interest- 
ing series of operations was carried out at 
Gibraltar, with a view to test the promptitude 
with which the garrison could turn out to resist a 
sudden attack by a powerful iron-clad fleet. 

* * * * 


The supposed enemy was represented by the 
Channel Squadron, under the command of Vice- 
Admiral Baird, and consisting of H.M.S. North- 
umberland (flag-ship), the Agincourt, Monarch, 
Iron Duke, and Curlew. The ‘‘ general idea’’ of 
the operations was that a hostile fleet was known 
to be cruising in the vicinity, and that an attack 
on the Rock might be made. ‘The squadron left 
Gibraltar on March 8, and proceeded to the west- 
ward, returning to the eastward through the 
Straits under cover of the night. 

* A ж ж 


Тһе Governor of Gibraltar, General the Hon. 
Sir Arthur Hardinge, issued orders for the whole 
garrison to stand to their arms at dawn, on 
March 13 and subsequent days, until the attack 
should be made ; but by his express command no 
batteries were to be manned, or any troops moved 
from their alarm posts, until the signal was given 
that an attack was imminent. The alarm signal 
ordered was that of three guns fired in rapid suc- 
cession from the Upper Signal-Station on the 
summit of the Rock, to be followed, after a short 
pause, by two more shots. It was a matter of 
complete uncertainty as to the direction from 
which the attack would be made. 

* + * * 


Every detail was carefully carried out, as if 
the impending attack was a real affair. The 
telegraphic communication between the various 
parts of the Rock was supplemented by signal- 
lers; arrangements were made for the ready 
supply of reserve ammunition for all arms; and 
the medical authorities established dressing 
stations, at numerous points of the Rock, to 
render ** first aid" to those who might chance 
to be numbered amongst the ‘‘ wounded." Day 
brokeon Wednesday, the 13th, with а‘ Levanter,'' 
and the heavy clouds hanging about rendered 
any distant view a matter of difficulty. However, 
before it had become actually daylight the alarm 
guns gave notice that the enemy had been 
sighted. The troops turned out with great 
promptitude, being all at their assigned stations 
in less than a quarter of an hour, and were 
shortly ordered to various points commanding 
the east side of the Rock. As day broke, the 
hostile ships were to be discerned steaming in

single line ahead, from the north-east, along the 
back of the Rock, and about 5000 yards from it.

The flag-ship, followed by the Monarch and 
the Agincourt, proceeded towards Europa Point, 
while the Iron Duke and the Curlew stood close 
in to the eastern beach, so as to engage the 
northern defences of the fortress. The first shot 
was fired by the flag-ship, shortly before six 
o'clock in the morning, at the southern defences. 
It was replied to, in less than three minutes, by 
the Europa batteries, and very shortly the 
engagement became general. The plan of 
tactics employed by the squadron was that of 
steaming rapidly up and down, and concentrating 
their fire in turn on the various shore-batteries. 
Later on, the whole squadron assembled off 
Europa Point, and fired broadsides by electricity 
as they steamed past at speed. The spectacle at 
this moment was a very fine one, the roar of the 
heavy guns of the ships being supplemented by 
the sharp, rapid report of the quick-firing guns, 
which were supposed to be sending a storm of 
small shell amongst the defenders of the Rock. 
The incessantrattle ofthe ship’ smachine-guns was 
also heard in the intervals between the thunder- 
ing broadsides of heavy ordnance. АП the ships 
were, of course, cleared for action, with topmasts 
and yards sent down, and it is needless to say 
they looked exceedingly workmanlike and 
formidable.

The various batteries on the Rock replied with 
great vivacity, and the general effect produced 
as gun after gun was brought to bear on the 
ships, and the white smoke wreathed itself round 
the many crags and precipices of the grim old 
Rock, was a sight long to be remembered. The 
exercise afforded to both branches of the service 
was undoubtedly most instructive. Our Illus- 
tration is a sketch by Captain Willoughby Verner 
from one of the batteries above the Europa Flats, 
at which point the Governor took up his position 
to watch the operations. 


THE LOOSHAI EXPEDITION. 
A small but efficient military force has been

The jungle is probably 
more troublesome than the enemy is likely to be 
when he is overtaken. All the various tribes of 
that region, generally called “ Kookies "" by the 
inhabitants of Eastern Bengal, are barbarous and 
ferocious, addicted to predatory inroads, and 
frequently shifting their abode. They are crafty 
in night marches and ambushes, which may try 
the vigilance of outpost officers and commanders 
of detachments ; but are incapable of formidable 
resistance in battle. The Looshais occupy the 
western side of the forest tract between the valley 
of the Irrawaddy and the sea-coast, while the 
Shindoos, the Khoomeas, and the Khoos, dwell 
more inland.

MR. STANLEY'S INTERESTING 
NARRATIVE 

was told on Monday last to the members of the 
Royal Geographical Society in the theatre of the 
University of London; the descriptive letter of 
the courageous discoverer having been read by 
the Secretary of the Society, Mr. Douglas Fresh- 
field. We prefer to summarise the letters pre- 
viously made public. 

The first letter is dated Bungangeta Island, 
lturi River, or Aruwhimi River, Aug. 28, 1888, 
and addressed to the chairman of the Emin 
Pasha Relief Comunittee:—** A short despatch 
briefly announcing that we had placed the first 
instalment of relief in the hands of Emin Pasha, 
on the Albert Nyanza, was sent to you by 
couriers from Stanley Falls, along with letters to 
Tippoo Tib, the Arab Governor of that district, 
on the 17th inst., within three hours of our meet- 
ing with the rear-column of the expedition. I 
propose to relate to you the story of our move- 
ments since June 28, 1887." 


STANLEY'S PIONEERS ATTACKED. 


“Тһе advance column, consisting of 389 
officers and men, set out from Yambuya June 28, 
1887. ‘The first day we followed the river bank, 
marched twelve miles, and;arrived in the large dis- 
trict of Yankondé. At our approach the natives 
set fire to their villages, and under cover of the 
smoke attacked the pioneers who were clearing 
the numerous obstructions they had planted 
before the first village. The skirmish lasted 
fifteen minutes. The second day we followed a 
path leading inland, but trending east. We 
tollowed this path for five days through a dense 
population. Every art known to native minds 
for molesting, impeding, and wounding an enemy 
was resorted to; but we passed through without 
the loss of a man. Perceiving that the path was 
taking us too far from our course, we cut a north- 
easterly track, and reached the river again on 
July 5. From this date until Oct. 18 we followed 
the left bank of the Aruwhimi. After seventeen 
days’ continuous marching we halted one day for 
rest. On the twenty-fourth day from Yambuya 
we lost two men by desertion. In the month of 
July we made four halts only. On Aug. 1 the 
first death occurred, which was from dysentery ; 
so that for thirty-four days our course had been 
singularly successful. But as we now entered a 
wilderness, which occupied us nine days in 
marching through it, our sufferings began to 
multiply, and several deaths occurred. 


“THE RIVER 


at this time was of great use to us; our boat and 
several canoes relieved the wearied and sick of 
their loads, so that progress, though not brilliant, 
as during the first month, was still steady.” 


LIEUTENANT STAIRS WOUNDED BY 
A POISONED ARROW. 


* On Aug. 13 we arrived at Air-Sibba. The 
natives made a bold front; we lost five men 
through poisoned arrows, and to our great grief 
Lieutenant Stairs was wounded just below the 
heart; but, though he suffered greatly for nearly 
a month, he finally recovered. On the 15th Mr. 
Jephson, in command of the land party, led his 
men inland, became confused, and lost his way. 
We were not reunited untilthe 21st. On Aug. 25 
we arrived in the district of Air-Jeli. Oppo- 
site our camp was the mouth of the tributary 
Nepoko. 

“Оп Sept. 18 we left Ugarrowwa's, and on 
Oct. 18 entered the settlement occupied by 
Kilinga-Longa, a Zanzibari slave, belonging to 
Abed-bin-Salim, an old Arab, whose bloody 
deeds are recorded in ‘The Congo and the 
Founding of its Free State. This proved

not one member of the expedition, white or

bered 273 souls on leaving Ugarrowwa's, because 
out of 389 we had lost sixty-six men by desertion 
and death between Yambuya and UÜgarrowwa's 
and had left fifty-six men in the Arab station. 
On reaching Kilinga-Longa's we discovered we 
had lost fifty -five men by starvation and desertion. 
We had lived principally on wild fruit, fungi, and

a large, flat, bean-shaped nut. The slaves of Abed- 
bin-Salim did their utmost to ruin the expedition 
short of open hostilities. They purchased rifles, 
ammunition, clothing, so that when we left their 
station we were beggared, and our men were 
absolutely naked. We were so weak physically 
that we were unable to carry the boat and about 
seventy loads of goods; we therefore left these 
goods and boat at Kilinga - Longa’s, under 
Surgeon Parke and Captain Nelson, the latter of 
whom was unable to march, and, after twelve 
days’ march, we arrived at a native settlement 
called Ibwiri. Our sufferings from hunger, 
which began on Aug. 31, terminated on Nov. 12. 
Ourselves and men were skeletons. Out of 389 
we now only numbered 174, several of whom 
seemed to have no hope of life left. A halt was 
therefore ordered for the people to recuperate. 


STANLEY’S SKELETONS BECAME 
SLEEK MEN. : 

* We halted thirteen days in Ibwiri and 
revelled on fowls, goats, bananas, corn, sweet 
potatoes, yams, beans, &c. The supplies were 
inexhaustible, and the people glutted themselves ; 
the effect was such that I had 173—one was 
killed by an arrow—mostly sleek and robust 
men, when I set out for the Albert Nyanza on 
Nov. 24. There were still 126 miles from the 
lake; but, given food, such a distance seemed 
nothing. On Dec. 1 we sighted the open country 
from the top of a ridge connected with Mount 
Pisgah—so named from our first view of the 
land of promise and plenty. On Dec. 9 we 
emerged upon the plains, and the deadly, 
gloomy forest was behind us. After 160 days 
continuous gloom we saw the light of broad day 
shining all around us and making all things 
beautiful. We thought we had never seen grass 
so green or country so lovely. ‘The men literally 
yelled and leaped "with joy, and raced over the 
ground with their burdens." 

A PROLONGED FIGHT 

was bravely waged by Stanley and his men 
against the powerful chief Mazamboui in the 
month of December :—‘‘There was no time to 
lose. A body of forty men were sent, under 
Lieutenant Sfairs, to attack the broader valley. 
Mr. Jephson was sent with thirty men east; a 
choice body of sharpshooters was sent to test the 
courage of those descending the slope of the 
highest range. Stairs pressed on, crossed а deep 
and narrow river in the face of hundreds of 
natives, end assaulted the first village апа took 
it. The sharpshooters did their work effectively, 
and drove the descending natives rapidly up the 
slope until it became a general flight. Меап- 
time Mr. Jephson was not idle. He marched 
straight up the valley east, driving the people 
back, and taking their villages as he went. By 
three p.m. there was not a native visible any- 
where, except on one small hill about a mile and 
a half west of us. On the morning of the 12th 
we continued our march; during the day we had 
four little fights. On the 13th marched straight 
east; attacked by new forces every hour until 
noon, when we halted for refreshments. These 
we successfully overcame. At one p.m. We re- 
sumed our march. Fifteen minutes later I cried 
out, 

‘PREPARE YOURSELVES FOR A 

SIGHT OF THE NYANZA! 


The men murmured and doubted, and said, 
‘Why does the master continually talk to us in 
this way? Nyanza, indeed! Is not this a plain, 
and can we not see mountains at least four days 
march ahead of us?’ At 1.30 p.m. the Albert 
Nyanza was below them. Now it was my_turn 
to jeer and scoff at the doubters; but as I was 
about to ask them what they saw, so many came 
to kiss my hands and beg my pardon that I could 
not say a word. This was my reward." Mr. 
Stanley then deemed it prudent to retrace his 
steps to Kilinga-Longa's for his boat. He was 
down for forty-seven days through an attack of 
gastritis.

ground occupied by us on Dec. 16, and at 
five p.m. of that day I saw the Khedive steamer, 
about seven miles away, steaming up towards us. 
Soon after seven p.m. Emin Pasha and Signor 
Casati and Mr. Jephson arrived at our camp, 
where they were heartily welcomed by al! of us. 
The next day we moved to a better camping- 
place, about three miles above Nyam Sassic, and 
at this spot Emin Pasha also made his camp; we 
were together until May 25. On that day I left 
him, leaving Mr. Jephson, three Soudanese, and 
two Zanzibaris in his care, and in return ke 
caused to accompany me three of his irregulars 
and 102 Mahdi natives as porters.” 


MR. STANLEY 


met the rear column of his expedition at Buna- 
laya on Aug. 17, when he learnt from Mr. Bonny 
the sad tidings of Major Barttelot’s death at the 
hands of the Manynema. Later, as we know, 
Mr. Jamieson died. Another of Stanley’s lieu- 
tenants, Mr. John Rose Troup, son of the late 
General Colin Troup, was invalided, and had to 
return to England. The deep anxiety of his 
officers at the prolonged absence of Mr. Stanley 
is brought home to us by a long letter addressed 
by Mr. ‘Troup to the Standard, and the reading 
public is promised further details of Mr. Troup’s 
Congo experiences. 


STANLEY AND EMIN PASHA. 
NOT MARCHING TO ZANZIBAR. 


The Indépendance Belge last Monday evening 
published the following statement : —'* We have 
reproduced the account transmitted on Feb. 26 
from the Stanley Falls, in the Congo State, to 
the effect that Stanley and Emin Pasha were 
marching upon Zanzibar with a caravan of 
Several thousand persons and 6000 elephants tusks. 
This report caused some surprise, in consequence 
of the resolution expressed by Emin to remain at 

Vadelai for the defence of the interests of 
civilisation. It was inexact—or, at least, pre- 
mature—as is proved by the following dispatch 
which we have received from our Special Corre- 
spondent on the African coast :— 

“ Zanzibar (vià Malta), April 8,—The report 
of the march of Stanley and Emin Pasha on 
Zanzibar is utterly without foundation. It was 
Probably put in circulation by those Arabs who 
were last year responsible for the account of the 
death of Stanley. Neither good nor bad news 
of Stanley has reached Zanzibar, nor any tidings 
of his march towards the coast."'

his victim took apartments at the house, and informed 
the landlady that they had recently been married. 
The couple, however, did not appear to live happily 
together. On Monday morning, as usual, they 
ordered lunch for two o’clock, and, ing to the 
landlady’s statement, they appeared in the best of 
Spirits. On their return, however, they seemed to have 

uarrelled, and av altercation toog place between 
them in the front parlour. Directly afterwards the 
landlord and some of the neighbours were startled by 
hearing the report of two pistol-shots in rapid suc- 
cession. 

Mr. Khult, the landlord, ran in to the room and 
there saw the man, who had given the nameof Evans, 
lying on ће floor, with а pistol-shot wound in the 
right temple, and grasping a five-chambered revolver 
in-his right hand. The woman was in a sitting 
position close by, With a pistol-shot wound in the 
eft side of the head. Both were bleeding profusely, 
and the room presented a dreadful appearance. Dr. 
Pepler, of Mansfield-road, attended to the wounds 
of the injured couple, but the man soon expired. By 
the doctor’s orders the woman was taken in a cab to 
the North-West London Hospital, in the Kentish- 
town-road, where she died about twenty minutes
